Bleyer Says that Responsible 


* Students Ought to Be 


Disciplined 


"No journalism student or gradu- 


ate of th« Course in Journalism has 
been in any. .way responsible for the 
new« stories to -which 
objections 


have1 been raised," said Prof. Will- 
ard G. Bleyer, director of tho Course 
in Journalism, in discussing recent 
newspaper articles reflecting on the 
conduct of university students. 


"The objectionable: stories in tho 


papers this winter have generally 
been written by regular members of 
the staffs of the newspapers or the 
news agencies. 
• In some instances 


these reporters and correspondents 
have been 
students, but 
not stu- 


dents in the Course in Journalism. 


"When fake news reflecting on 


university students is published, the 
Student senate or the Self-Gcvern- 
ment association should see- to it 
that the guilty student reporters 
and correspondents are brought be- 
fore them and disciplined, since the 
Student court ie no longer'in exist- 
ence.

responsible student 
reporters and 


correspondents 
would 
be 
much 


more effective .thin any other that 
could be taken.' The adoption/of 
resolutions may do some good, but 
severe disciplinary action would be 
much better.

proved guilty of faking. 


"It is up to the students to pre- 


vent themselves and the university

Philippine Independence 


.James A. Frear of Wisconsin Pleads in Congress for the Ful- 


fillment of Our Long Ignored Pledges. 


M 


ANY resolutions favoring Irish independence have been be- 
fore congress, and by a vote of 60 to 1 congress passed a 


resolution demanding that the peace conference at Versailles 
should hear Ireland's representatives present her cause: 


But to our own obligations to grant independence to the 


Philippine Islands, we are not so sensitive. For 20 years on 
one pretense and another, we have postponed withdrawing our 
troops. 


When we bought the Philippines from Spain, the people o: 


those islands had been for many years fighting Spain to achieve 
independence. Except in the city of Manila, they had succeed 
ed in wresting their country from Spanish misrule. Having 
bought the islands, and paid good money for them, we then 
started in to conqtier them, and soon succeeded. But alway: 
we proceeded upon the theory that we were fighting them for 
their own good, and after destroying their self government, we 
were going to restore it. 


Babies born in the Philippines when we conquered the is- 


lands are now twenty years of age. How much longer shaJl we 
postpone fulfilling our obligations? 


Twenty years ago Admiral Dewey sent -a cablegram to 


President McKinley in which he said that in his opinion the 
Filipinos were superior in intelligence and more capable of self 
government than the natives of Cuba, and that he was familiar 
with both. 
Later he wrote to President McKinley and said 


that further intercourse with the Filipinos confirmed him in the 
opinion that he had expressed. 


President Schurman of Cornell University, who headed 


the iirst Schurman commission, about 19 years ago said: "Any 
decent kind of government of Filipinos by Filipinos is better 
than the best possible government of Filipinos by America." 


Representative James A. Frear of Wisconsin recently de- 


livered a notable speech in congress urging Philippine independ 
ence, in which he quoted this testimony of Admiral Dewey and 
President Schurman and added to it the testimony of several 
presidents and ex-presidents who have voiced a pledge for 
Philippine independence. 


It is appropriate and gratifying that a Wisconsin represen 


lative is one of those Tvho are leading the first in congress for 
Philippine independence. 


One of the most frequently proclaimed objects of the war 


against Germany was ihe establishment of the doctrine of the 
self-determination of'peoples. America led in lauding this doc- 
trine. We are condemning England for not recognizing it in 
Ireland and India. We are condemning her for not removing 
her army from Egypt, in accordance with many pledges to give 
to that people the right of self government. 


And, yet we are holding on to the Philippine, delaying year 


after year the pledges we have given them and by our example 
nullifying our precepts and doing violence to the spirit of Amer- 
ican independence which gave birth to our republic. 


Mr. Frear said: 


The Philippines have over three times the territory of Ireland 


nnd more than double its population. They are 10,000 miles dis- 
tant from our seat of government, and peopled by a race that in 
elimlUc and customs has little in common with ours. They are 
unanimous in their request for independence and we have re- 
peatedly pledged it to them. For years they have maintained 
their own government against the strenuous efforts of exploiters 
and speculators. They see America actively concerned in Euro-* 
pcan matters, although standing guard over the Monroe doctrine 
in the Western Hemisphere. 
They 8nd America hesitating to 


grant them independence in the far-away Orient, while pleading 
for Irland; and in their inexperience with American policies that 
arc not clearly understood even by the great mass of our own 
people, the Filipinos ask: 


"Why 
not give to us the independence you ask of England for 


Ireland?" 
Here is the exact language of the Jones law passed five 


years ago: 


It is, as it has always been, the purpose of the people of the 


United States to withdraw their sovereignty over the Philippine 
Islands and to recognize their independence as soon as a stable 


. government can be established therein. 


Representative Frear was one of the members of congress 


who visited the Philippines last year. 


He says: 


When Dewey-sailed into Manila Bay 2,100 private schools 


existed 'in tho islands. Today over 6,500 schools and colleges are 
instructing the Filipinos, young and oH, taught by over 17,000 
Filipino teachers and about 1,000 other teachers, one-half of 
whom arc Americans, A school enrollment of 884,000 without 
any compulsory attendance laws carries its own argument of- the 
extent of its educational progress, which includes tho English lan- 
juage in .every school. 


In every department of government theTilipino people have 


progressed marvelously since 1898, and particularly during the 
past four years since the passage of the Jones law, which gives 
them an autonomous form of government. 


The government of the Philippines, including its administra- 


tive officers, its senate, assembly, municipal, judiciary, educa- 
tional, and fiscal departments, is all practically in the hands of 
Filipino officials who have shown by years of service that they 
are in every way capable of managing their own affairs. Educa- 
tionally their progress has been rarely, if ever, equaled. 


Before the Pilgrim fathers landed at Plymouth Rock the San-

out of the Philippine treasury, by taxation, including the salary
